that the towns were running the best
ferry- - they could under the clitum
stances, but It was very hard to take
care pf the people. In 1908 there wore
ferried between eight and nine thou-
sand automobiles, and this number
was exDected to be doubled this year.
(rovf.rnment Inspector Witney says the
towns must do something very soon.
East Lyme favors a bridgrt. It ha been
suggested that the towns might pay
part of the cost of it How thai would
be, the representative couldn't say. He
told of the plans for a bridge some two
thcusand feet north or the prcent rav-roa- d

bridge, where the river Is from
two to three thousand feet wide, and
later showed them to the committee.

"This is a state question," said May
or E. W. Hooker of Hartford, "and not
a local matter. The state has made
free all other bridges except that at
Hartford and should build a free bridge
here. If there were at the mouth of the
river cities as well able to bear Ihls
burden as is Hartford, that would be a
different thing. There aren t. The
bridges already freed by the state have
done more to cause tiie towns to see
that the state is one and to do away
with selfish town interests and local
Jealousies The present ferry is inade-
quate and In winter for months one
part of the state is separated from the
other." He appealed for the building
of a free bridge.

Representative 51. TV. Tibbits of
Norwich, appearing on behalf of the
Norwich Board of Trade, favored a
I ridge and stated that a man had told
him the day before that he waa afraid
to trust his auto and himself on the
present ferryboat

Senator D. A. Blakeslee of New Ha-
ven was a member of the bridge com-
mission and he discussed the matter
from its standpoint.' He believed a
bridge should be built, though not a
free bridue. It costs from right to nine
thousand a year to maintain the ferry
and a ne.v boat is imperatively needed.
The automobilists who use this road
would gladly pay a reasonable charge
for crossing a safe tiridge. Bonds
could be Issued to pay for the bridge,
which the, didn't think would
Pe self sustaining for some time.

representative Whiton of New Lon-
don made the point that all the toll
bridges which had been freed were th6
property of private corporations.

Senator James1 H. Day of Saybrook
stated that another engineer than the
man the commission employed had- told
him that, the bridge could be built for
from J303.O0O to $325,000 and that it
can be rented, if the Mate desires, to a
private corporation at $15,000 a year.
This concern is ready to take it aa
soon as it's done.

State's Attorney Hull of New London
sp ke feslingly on the subject, endors-
ing the position of Mayor Hooker.
"These towns have been isolated from
each other in the past," he said, "and
have been the losers because of It. The
present beat is totally unfit and a sub-
stitute must be provided very soon. It

but a part of the policy of placing
the burdens for the building and main-
tenance of highways on the state,
where they belong, for the state to
build this bridge and free it. "The
roads really belong to the state and
not to the towns. They are but the
hands and arms of the state and the
towns in other portions of Connecticut
ought to toe glad to pay their share for
the construction of this bridge.

"A new boat of adequate size would
cost at least $j0,000 and it would cost
far more to operate it than does the
present apology. These little towns
can't afford to build this bridge and
ought not to be asked to pay for
trc importation facilities for Boston and
New York tieople- The legislature
should provide for the building of a
good sulstantial bridge there which
would meet the needs of the state and
help to build up those towns at the
mouth of the Connecticut river."

The association took no action on ;l
matter, but the meeting hastily- - ad-

journed, as the hour for the meeting ot
the house was at hand.

HIGHWAY BRIDGE
OVER THE CONNECTICUT

Between Old Lyme and Qld Say brook
Its Needs Presented at Meeting of
Farmers' Association.

(Special to The Bulletin.)
Hartford, March 9. This morning's

meeting of the- Farmers' association
was devoted to a presentation of the
need for a highway bridge over theJ
CN'i.necticut river betwer n the towns of
Old Lyme and Old fc'aybrook. in which
a committee of gentlemen from New
itxjr.don and Rtpresentative Tiboits of
Norwich took a leading part. In open-
ing the meeting President Savage an-
nounced the presence of the gentlemen
who wero to speak on this subject and
then left the conduct of the matter to
t'haimiau Philip C. Hcnke of the New
London committee.

"New London is taking the initiative
1n this matter." said Mr. Henke, 'be-
cause somebody must, but it is not
n'elt that this is in any way a sec-
tional matter. "It affects the whole
state. The only arguments I have
heard against building a bridge to re-

place the present smalt and wornout
ferry are that it would be expensiveand that a toll bridge, such as is pro-
posed, would not be in accord with the
policy of freeing all toll bridges which
the state has established. v' This bridge is different frafli others
because the need for it lias largely de-
veloped on account of the through
traffic, much of which is Interstate,
enii by people who are very willing to
pay a reasonable toll, which we in that
kiclnity feel ought to be charged. The

tata commission on this subject ap-
pointed by (Jovernor Woodruff favors
a bridge, alter looking carefully into
the matter, and fixes the nrot-abl- co.it
at J400.000. Other engineers than the
one employed by it say the project will
cost less than that. The income at
this point U constantly growing.
Though the road Is avoided because of
the mean ferry facilities at present,
the little ferryboat took in over $5,000
Jn 190S. A bridge such as is proposed
would be self sustaining."
